G<S.R. 1478 .— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 8 
of the Central Excise Rules, 1944, the Central Government hereby makes the 
following amendment in the notification of the Government of India in the Min¬ 
istry of Finance (Department oi Revenue and Insurance) No. 208/07-Central 
Excises, dated the 8th September, 1987, namely:— 

In the said notification,— 

(1) in the opening paiagi3;.h,- 

(a) for the words m brackets, the following shall be substituted, namely:— 

“other than paper boards, newsprint, tissues including cigarette tissue, 
glassine paper, grease-proof paper and coated papers”; 

(b) for the words “duty so leviable provided that —”, the words “duty 

so leviable: 

Provided that —” shall be substituted. 
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(2) for the figures, letters and words "1st October, 1965; and” at the end 

of clause (ii) of the proviso, the figures, letters and word ‘‘1st Octo¬ 
ber, 1965.” shall be substituted; and 

(3) after clause (ii) in the proviso, the following clause shall be Inserted, 

namely:— 

‘‘(iii) where a factory producing the said paper, all sorts, is run at 
different times of any financial year by different manufacturers, the 
quantity of such paper, all sorts, cleared from such factory in any 
such financial year at the concessional rate of duty shall not exceed 
in the aggregate 1,000 metric tonnes.”
